St Petersburg, Sept. 29—A report 


has reached here from Mukden to tho 
effect that the Japanese have resumed 
.the offensive and have captured Da 
Pass. This is not actually confirmed, 
but the general staff think it is likely 
to be correct. The Russians, it is add 
ed, evacuated the pass without sf rioua 
resistance.

The railway is in good working con- 


dition. Officers .are distributing the 
reserve stores that were brought up 
from Liao Yang, as adequate supplies 
are now coming in from the north. 


Details of the fighting near Inpu, be- 


tween Batsiaputze and the railroad, 
on Sept. 26, show that General Mist- 
chenko's scouts, accompanied by a 
battery of artillery, attacked a Jap- 
ano«e poetics Trhore there rvcre a 
battery of artillery, two squadrons of 
cavalry and two companies of infan- 
try. The Japanese were shelled out of 
their position on a hill and suffered 
heavy loss. As they retired the Rus- 
sians occupied the hill until nightfall, 
when they too retired under cover of 
darkness, having lost only three men.

Berlin, Sept 29.—The visit of the

Buelow at this particular juncture 
has naturally given rise to conjectures 
that the conference concerned partly 
the question of mediatory offers in the 
far eastern war. The German as well 
as the British and Italian papers was 
quick to comment upon this probabil- 
ity. The conjectures, however, have 
brought out equally prompt denials 
from the government organs. 


Several of the newspapers close to 


the government point out that, owing 
to the absence of an expression of a 
desire for mediation on the part of 
either Russia or Japanese govern- 
ments, mediatory proposals are out of 
the question. The National Zeitung 
and Vossische Zeitung intimate that 
neither belligerent is desirous of for- 
eign intervention, and that peace ulti- 
mately will be brought about by direct 
negotiations. No trustworthy state- 
ment regarding the real purport of the 
conference has been given out. It is 
believed in some quarters that it con- 
cerned'German financing of a project 
to nationalize the Italian railroads. 


Although a portion of the Italian 


press insists that the meeting of Pre- 
mier Gioletti and Count'Von Buelow, 
the German chancellor, at Hamburg 
was connecter! with the subject of 
mediation between Russia and Japan, 
the 
Capitate, a semi-official organ, 


gives voice to the contrary view antl 
says: "Not only the Italian but all 
European governments consider that 
mediation is impossible now when 
Russia fully trusts in her ability to 
turn the tide of battle in her favor and 
while Japan does not wish to lose the 
fruits of her victories."

BEATS THOSE OP NAPOLEONIC EBA 


To Find lt» Parallel In .Vnmber* of 


Men Unpaged One Mu»t Go Back to 
the Day* of Alaric and Atilla, of 
Xerxea and Uengltia Khan. 


Never in the history of modern war- 


fare has there been a battle between 
armies of a greater magnitude than 
those that have bei'n struggling lor 
supremacy upon the Mauchuriau plain 
about 
Liaoyaiig, 
if 
the numbers 


ascribed to the combatants are cor- 
rect, says the New York Tribune. To 
tiud a parallel to the numbers of Japa- 
nese and Russians one has to turn 
back to the days of Alaric the Goth, 
Attila the Hun, Xerxes the Persian or 
Genghis Xhaii the Mongol. 
These, 


however, led untrained and undisci- 
plined nations rather than armies. 
While the army with which Napoleon 
started for Moscow, numbering over 
400,000 men, exceeded in total that of 
either combating force at Liaoyaug, no 
battle of the Napoleonic era rivaled 
the present struggle. The Franco- 
Prussian war offers no rival, while 
Gettysburg, Chickamauga and even 
the desperate battles in the Wilder- 
ness, from the Rapidan to Petersburg, 
in the civil war seem inconsiderable in 
comparison. 


Two conflicts in the nineteenth cen- 


tury, however, both in the magnitude 
of the contest and in their actual phys- 
ical surroundings, suggest the struggle 
in Manchuria. One was the battle of 
Leipsic, where Napoleon endured his 
first great defeat and the grande armee 
its first rout. It was waged for a 
week about the old city of Leipsic, in 
Saxony. Russians, Swedes, Prussians, 
Austrians and numberless contingents 
of smaller states overwhelmed the 
French in the battle, which is still 
known as the "combat of nations." In 
the several battles of Leipsie 1.10.000 
French and over 280,000 allies were en- 
gaged. 
The battles were fought for 


several days on several fields, from 
Oct. 16 to 18, 1813. 
In the end the 


French were driven through the city, 
thousands were captured, more were 
drowned in the untimely destruction of 
a bridge across the Elbe, and the total 
French loss in killed, wounded and 
captured exceeded 78,000, while the 
allies lost more than 53,000. 


The other example of warfare about 


a city situated like Liaoyang was the 
struggle about Metz in 1871, when the 
French, under Bazaine, were forced 
back into the city by a flanking move- 
ment similar to that practiced by the 
Japanese. Marshal Bazaine was driv- 
en back from the road to Paris and 
finally captured. 
In Gravelotte, the 


deciding battle of this campaign. The 
French numbered nearly 150,000, while 
the Prussians exceeded 200,000. The 
French Iocs amounted to 14,000, the 
Prussian to more than 21,000. 


As a direct consequence of this fight 


Bazaine was penned up in Metz, as 
many experts have expected Kuropat- 
kin would be in Liaoyang. and two 
months later surrendered over 173,000 
men, the entire regular army of France, 
together with a vast number of can- 
non and huge supplies. The battle of 
Sedan, which ended similarly, was not 
dissimilar in geographical conditions, 
and the French army under Marshal 
MacMahon, with Napoleon III. by his 
side, was surrounded and captured 
after a bloody battle lasting a single

drawn fight, both forces leaving the 
field soon after to fight at Spottsylva- 
nia. 
Sherman, iu his march to the sea. 


had little more than 75,000 men with 
him. 


In the Napoleonic era, although the 


armies were larger than those of the 
previous century and far greater than 
in our civil war. the numbers were com- 
paratively small. 
At Austerlitz, the 


most famous of the earlier victories of 
Napoleon, the French had only 70.000, 
while the Russian and Austrian force 
did not exceed 85,000, 35,000 of whom 
were killed, wounded or captured in 
the struggle. 
The French lost less 


than a quarter of this number. At 
VTagram Napoleon had J6<XOOO, his al- 
lied oijiionpnts only 110.fn.Mi. and, al- 
though the French prevnilpcl. th<^ losses 
on either side were about SO.ijuO. 


At Boiocliuo, the bloodiest battle of 


the nineteenth century, 125,000 French 
defeated 132.000 Russians, the former 
losing over 25.000. the latter over 50.- 
000. Waterloo, although the most de- 
cisive battle of the last century, was 
fought for the larger part of the day 
between 72,000 French under Napoleon 
and 66.000 British. Belgians and Dutch 
under Wellington. Late in the after- 
noon Blucher brought up one division 
after another of his force until over 
60.000 Prussians joined in the fight. 
and Napoleon's army was destroyed. 
The French lost 32.000 men in this bat- 
tle, the allies 22,000.

CAMPAIGN BANNERS. 


Their Cost and the Method of 


Jdaking Them. 


PBESEHT HOMI5EES EASY TO PAIHT 


P«r*ni<t Artist Saya Be Can State 


Eight Picture* of Any of the Presi- 
dential or Vice Presidential Candi- 
dates In a Oar—Twelve Men Needed 
to Construct One Banner. 


"I can crack out eight portraits of 


any of the candidates in one day," re- 
niaikcd tut artist In the variegated! 
overalls as lie added a touch of color 
to Mr. Roosevelt's mustache, says the 
NPW Orleans Times-Democrat. "Any 
old kind of copy will do. A picture 
clipped from a magazine often serves 
if a photograph is not easily procura- 
ble. One does not have to bother with 
the lines of the face in making a pic- 
ture for a campaign banner. So long 
aa it looks the part from the sidewalk 
the picture passes muster." 


The artist went on to explain that 


the present presidential and vice presi- 
dential candidates are especially easy 
to paint. All have faces with strongly 
marked characteristics that make it 
almost impossible for a campaign ban- 
ner artist to wander from a real re- 
semblance. President Roosevelt, with 
eyeglasses, round face and low collar, 
hair parted slightly on the side and a 
set, determined look, is not a difficult 
problem for the campaign banner art- 
ist. Fairbanks has a peculiarly high 
forehead and a beard that is peculiar 
to himself. Put a Fairbanks beard on 
almost any face, say the artists of the 
street banners, and the face will look 
Fairbanksish. Parker has a judicial 
face, with no extraordinary lines to 
bother .the painter who counts on turn 
ing out eight portraits of the Demo- 
cratic candidate per day, and Davis, 
with his pointed white beard, is a 
blessing to the artist of the campaign 
variety. 


It taxes the energies of twelve men 


to make one of the campaign banners 
that are now being flung to the breeze 
in American cities. Two men prepare 
the strips on which the lettering is 
done. Two more attend to the letter- 
ing of these strips, painting the names 
of the clubs or associations ordering 
the banners, the captions for the por- 
traits and the offices for which the 
nominees are to contend. Two men 
work on the centerpieces, the eagle 
and the shield of the E Pluribus 
Unum. One man works on the special 
portraits, and the rest assemble the 
various parts, sew the strips together 
at sewing machines or get down on 
-the floor and hand sew them to the 
netting. 


Some of the men employed in the 


making of the campaign banner are 
artists who have come into the field 
by the straight gate, but the majority 
have climbed over the wall. The for- 
mer class are made up of graduates 
from the art schools who find in the 
great demand for their services dur- 
ing the campaign rush a more remu- 
nerative field than in painting pictures 
that no one will buy. It is this class 
that attends to the painting of the 
portraits of candidates. 
By working 


on the same faces day after day these 
men become so skillful and so quick 
that they <Sn paint a Roosevelt or a 
Parker in the dark with their eyes 
shut, and paint it as true to life as 
the standard of the campaign banner 
industry requires. 


Soire men who arrive at the dignity 


of special portrait artists without ar- 
tistic training are those who have 
passed their apprenticeship in the sign 
painter's studio. With a natural apti- 
tude for the work they pick up the 
portrait phase of the campaign banner 
business and make good money while 
their less ambitious or less skillful as- 
sociates are sewing strips or "filling 
In." 


This last is an interesting part of the 


work of making a campaign banner 
and explains why these gaudy ad- 
juncts of the political campaign are 
made so quickly. The letters used on 
a campaign banner must be of enor- 
mous size In order that the voters may 
readily read the legend intended to ap- 
peal to them. It would not pay to em- 
ploy the real artists to finish off the 
letters, so these men merely outline 
the letters and then hand the paint pot 
over to one of the "fillers in," who pro- 
ceeds to make a solid letter of what is 
but a skeleton when be begins opera- 
tions. It is the same with the eagles 
and the shields. One man does the 
groundwork, another comes along to 
add the necessary amount of paint to 
solidify the picture. 


Finally when the various strips are 


dry and have been sewed together by 
one of the machinists the various parts 
are assembled to be put together to 
form the completed banner. The large 
houses set apart a loft with an exten- 
sive floor space for the express use of 
the men who assemble the banners. 
Smaller houses usually hire a lot in 
the, vicinity of the place of business. 
The network on which the banner is 
placed is spread out on the floor, and 
the men sit around in various parts of 
the room, sewing the strips into place. 
\Vhen the strips have been symmetric- 
al]}- fastened into their positions on the 
netting the banner is ready for hoist- 
in?. One of these banners of the aver- 
age degree of gaudliness will cost 
nbo-it $200. The usual size is about 20 
by SO feet, but some sire made as larj»8 
as 30 by 50 feet.

Peaches and melons have reached 


their height, and grapes are an incom- 
ing tide. Nearly every kind of vege- 
table appears in ma»et in great quan- 
tity, with corn, lima beans and toma- 
toes among toothsome and popular deli- 
cacies., A few hints from Table Talk 
on the' use of the seasonable things in 
the daily menu are subjoined. 


When tomatoes are round and firm 


they may be hollowed out and stuffed, 
either with seasoned rice, hominy or 
other cooked cereal, cold boiled chop- 
ped meats or vegetables or crumbled 
bread, and baked. Corn can be stewed 
with the lima beans (succotash), and 
\rken. too old to be .served or. the co'i 
it makes a delightful pudding; it can 
also be grated and used in fritters.

dish is a cucumber and onion ragout. 
For sis people thinly slice two large 
or three small oaions. Heat two table- 
spoonfuls of dripping or butter in a 
frying pan, put in the onions and cook 
very slowly until they begin to color, 
then draw to one side of the pan. Add 
four cucumbers which have been pared, 
cut in long, thick slices, dried and 
dipped in flour. Brown them rapidly 
and draw to one side, dredge in suffi-

For clam chowder remove the raw 


clams from the shell and put through 
the food chopper. For each pint try 
out a quarter of a pound of fat salt 
pork cut fine. Cook in this fat two 
chopped onions and when beginning to 
color add the darns, a pint ot raw 
diced potatoes and a pint of boiling 
water. Simmer slowly until the pota- 
toes are tender, 'then add a pint of 
milk thickened with three tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, season well with salt and 
pepper and simmer for five minutes 
longer. 


When cold soups are not desired and 


clams are not available for a first 
course for dinner serve fruit. At this 
season melons, peaches or grapes are 
the most appropriate. They should be 
thoroughlv chilled and served simply, 
the melons opened or cut, the peaches 
sliced and sugared, the grapes rinsed 
and laid on a cloth to dry, then ar- 
ranged on each plate in a cluster. 


Cantaloupes, after being chilled, should 


be opened at the lost minute and the 
seeds removed. To fill the centers with 
broken ice weakens and frequently dis- 
sipates entirely the finest flavor of the 
fruit. Watermelons should be so cut 
as to give each person a portion of the 
center or "heart," which is the sweet- 
est portion of the fruit. This may be 
done by preparing it as suggested in 
the illustration. 


Originally a Maryland delicacy, the 


peach cobbler has become a favorite 
wherever fresh peaches are obtainable- 
Fare enough large sweet ones to al- 
most fill a deep pudding dish. Do not 
halve or pit them, but sprinkle with 
plenty of sugar, then cover with a rich 
pie crust rolled rather thicker than 
usual. Bake in a moderate oven for 
from forty minutes to an^hour.

Pickled Silver Skinned Onion*. 
Every housekeeper should prepare 


for pickling by providing plenty of the 
best vinegar, a variety of spices both 
whole and ground, including white 
mustard seed, celery seed, tumeric 
powder, also dark brown sugar, and 
make a number of small spice bags out 
of cheesecloth. Ha^e crocks of differ- 
ent sizes, wide mouthed jugs and glass 
jars scalded and ready for use. 


If silver skinned onions are careful- 


ly prepared they make a very delicate 
and piquant pickle. They are also good 
to add to a salad in the winter mouths. 


Plunge the onions, which should be 


very small, even sized, into very hot 
water for five minutes and rub off the 
skins with a clean cloth. 


Boil in salted bubbling water ten 


minutes, drain and then boil in milk 
ten minutes. Drain and rinse in cold 
water. Stand in briue twenty-four 
hours. Prepare a pickling vinegar, 
using the white wine vinegar, white 
sugar nnd a few mixed spices in» a bag. 
When scalding hot add the onions, 
which have been thoroughly rinsed in 
cold water. Stir constantly in the vine- 
gar five minutes. 


Chile Sance. 


Eighteen ripe tomatoes, sis onions, 


three green peppers, one cup of sugar, 
two cups and a half of vinegar, two 
teaspoons of salt, one teaspoon each of 
cinnamon, allspice and nutmeg, and 
half a teaspoonful of cloves.

and peel the tomatoes and cook witU 
the onions *nrt peppers until tender, 
then add the sugar, vinegar and spices, 
and cook ten minutes longer.
